- a&t tobe Publickly Proclaimed atthe Mercat-Crols of Edinburgh, and atthe Mey 
cat-Croſles of the Head- Burghs of all the Shires, and of the whole Royal-Burght | 
of this Kingdom ; and appoints Printed Copies thereof to be diſpatched to the 
Sheriff-Clerks of the reſpective Shires, that they may ſend the fame tothe Mag. 
ftrats of the ſaids Burghs to” be Publiſhed, and to the ſeveral Miniſters i in the
